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Oth er Faults of 
Smooth Surfaced Roofs 

'HERE are a number of other weak- 
nesses in smooth-surfaced ready-roof- 
ings. * >ne of these is the difficulty 
to get the material to lay smoothly, 
which has a tendency to make it 
buckle, or form corrugations. The 
life of the roof is, in this way, greatly 
lessened, because where buckles or cor- 
rugations appear the material wears out much mure 
lly. A buckled roof is also frequently damaged 
by hail. During a severe hail-storm hail is likely to 
puncture many parts of the roofing which have buckled 
and rum the entire roof. 

All smooth-surfaced ready-roofings require painting 
ever) Few years. The manufacturers naturally recom- 
mend paint of their own make for this purpose, and they 
usually receive a high price for it. In considering the 
advisability of using any smooth-surfaced ready-roofing, 
it should be borne in mind that the first cost is perhaps 

smallest. Smooth-surfaced ready-roofings must be 
painted and coated, otherwise their manufacturers usu- 
ally refuse to guarantee them. 

These ready-roofings are also weak in the manner 
in which the laps are made. In most ready roofings the 
method of making laps is to overlap about two inches,

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apply paint and wm7 through the top lap. In some cases 
pamt is applied over the nail-heads. This method is 
faulty. No matter what the construction of the roof- 
ing- or the quality, the surface at the laps is punctured 
every two or three inches. Should the sun draw up a 
nail there is a leak. Should the laps open there will he 
numerous leaks. Neither liquid cement nor paint can 
thoroughly weld the laps together. 

When ready roofings are laid in this faulty man- 
ner with nails exposed, the nails can be readily attacked 
hemicals, acids, gases, fumes from coke ovens, smoke 
i soft coal, rain, snow and dampness ; which causes 
them to rust, corrode and deteriorate in a short time.
